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GOP INCREASES 
ITS MAJORITY, 
FIGURES SHOW 


The Republican majority in Adams 


county shows a gain of 447 over the 
previous election according to the 
final tabulation of the registered 
voters completed by the county 
board today. 


The Republican,majority, accord- 


ing to the registration figures, is cur- 
rently 2,503 as compared to a Re- 
publican majority of 2,056 immedi- 
ately prior to last year's election. 


The total number of voters at the 


present time is 18,589, a gain of 
166. Lost year, prior to the election, 
the number registered was 18,423. 


Democrats Show Loss 


Republican men now total 5.848, 


an increase of 253 over the previous 
year's registration 
of 5,595. The 


number of Republican women voters 
is 4,582, an increase of 54 over the 
4,528 of last election day. 


While Republicans showed a gain 


over last year, the Democrats lost 
ground in the registration. This 
year's total of 4,542 men is a drop 
of 84 from the 4,626 registered last 
year. The current number of Demo- 
cratic women, 3,385, is 56 less than 
the 3,441 during the comparable 
period a year ago. 


The total number of Republicans 


registered as of today is 10,430, and 
the total of Democrats is 7,927. Last 
year the numbers were: Republicans, 
10,123; Democrats, 8,607..

total 223, 131 of them men and 92 
women.

COUNTY'S GAIN 
IN POPULATION 
TOPS STATE RATE 


Washington, Sept. 22 </P) — Tile 


U. S. Bureau of the Census an- 
nounced today that Pennsylvania 
in the last 10 years showed a popu- 
lation gain of more than half' a 
million. 


The unofficial Pennsylvania total 


for the 1950 nose counting was 10,- 
462,628—a gam of 5.7 per cent over 
the official 1940 figure of 9,300,180. 


Roy V. Peel, director of the Cen- 


sus Bureau, said the final figure for 
the state may vary slightly from the 
one released today because of dupli- 
cations, men in service, and others 
not counted. 


Adams county with a gain of 11.8 


per cent was among 39 counties 
showing an increase over the 1940 
census figure. Elk county reported 
exactly the same figure for this 
year as 10 years ago and the other 
counties showed a decrease ranging 
from a. fraction of one per cent up 
to over 15 per cent for Forest coun- 
ty, and over 14 per cent for Lacka- 
wanna county.

WAGE INCREASE

United Steelworkers served formal 
notice on the steel industry today it 
wants an almost immediate wane 
boost for its million members. 
Form al notification letters to 1,400 
firms went into the mails shortly 
after Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO and the steelworkers, cam e from 
a meeting of the steelworkers’ ex­ 
ecutive board to announce the de­ 
mands. 
Murray didn't spell out In dollars 
and cents just what will satisfy the , 
union.

labor leader said he’d leave that up j 
to the union s wage policy comm it­ 
tee which has been summoned to 
meet here October 4 and 5. 
Ako* Gives Raise 
In his formal notification letter to 
employers. Murray declared: 
Ob­ 
viously. the national interest requires 
that we conclude a mutually satis- 1 
factory agreement at the earliest I 
possible date." 
There was no immediate comment 
from leaders in the w ar-vital steel 
industry which is roaring toward 
new production records. 
Announcement of the steelwork- : 
ers' demands came only a few hours } 
after the Aluminum Company of 
America offered its 45.000 employes 
a IO per cent wage boost. The steel­ 
workers represent about 20.000 of 
Alcoa's 30,000 production workers. 
Murray said the union will seek 
a conference Monday with Alcoa 
officials. Tomorrow' the offer will be 
reviewed by the USW at a meeting 
here with local union leaders in the 
Alcoa plants. 
The Aicoa offer, coming on the 
heels of pay increases in the auto 
and other industries, obviously will 
strengthen M urrays hand in ne­ 
gotiations with the steel industry. 
The steel contracts call for wage 
reopening November I of this year. 
However. Murray requested the in­ 
dustry to move up the date to Oc­ 
tober 9 He made it clear, however, 
the USW will live up to its contract 
terms if the industry isn't willing to 
concede.

Acts 20:9-20

nothing among you except, Jesus 
Christ and him crucified. '."''•;,

There is one outstanding Charac- 
eristic of Paul—his singleness of 
purpose. This was the secret-of his 
remarkable success as an evangelist. 


Alter he met Christ on the Damas- 
cus Road he was completely trans- 
formed and his only aim in life was 
to preach Jesus Christ and him 
crucified. "For 
to me to live is 


Christ." 
^ 


In one brief lesson it Is difficult 


co cover the extent of Paul's influ- 
ence on the heathen world. His let- 
*,ers, of which there are 13, were the 


first Christian literature the world 
knew for they were written before 
the Gospels. Paul carried no Bible 
but a llame in his heart to kindle 
ethers. 


Paul's message, whether written 


or oral, was always vigorous for he 
was a man of action dominated by 
a fervent desire to make the world 
Christian. He was the first of the 
Apostles to view the world as a com- 
munity of nations, for "In Christ 
there is no East and West." Nothing 
deterred him — stonings, beatings, 
imprisonment, shipwreck, physical 
weaknesses only increased his de- 
| termination. A willing messenger of 
, God, he went where he was led or 
called. 


Paul was ideally suited to carry 


Christ's gospel from Palestine into 
the Gentile world lor he was a Hel- 
leniitic Jew by birth. His native city 
of Tarsus lay along the Mediterran- 
ean coast between Europe and Asia. 
Although he received the usual train- 
ing of a Jewish lad and was taught 
the family trade of tentmaking, his 
education was not complete. He was 
sent to Jerusalem to study under a 
great teacher. Here he took what 
we might call his postgraduate work. 
Later he became a. Pharisee, one 
who was strict and unbending. 


Well versed in Greek language 


and culture, specially trained in 
Hebrew law and tradition Paul had 
enjoyed exceptional advantages. But 


how did he first use them? By mer- 
•cilessly pursuing and persecuting 
the Christians. He was present at- 
the stoning of Snephen holding the 
coafcs of them who cast the fatal 
stones. What future torment that 
.experience cost him! 


A New Paul 


That is the story of I>aul as Jew, 


Pharisee and persecutor of Chris- 
tianity. But soon the day came when 
the voice ol the Master spoke to 
him, "Saul, Saul, why persecutist 
thou me?" From that time forth 
there developed a new Paul, a 
changed Paul, a Paul dedicated to a 
new and glorious task. For had not 
Christ Himself commissioned him

Pittsburgh, Sept. 22 W—The CIO 


United Steelworkers served formal 
notice on the steel industry today it 
wants an almost immediate wage 
boost for Its million members. 


Formal notification letters to 1,400 


firms went into the mails shortly 
after Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO and the steelworkers, came from 
a meeting of the steelworkers' ex- 
ecutive board to announce the de- 
mands, 


Murray didn't spell out in dollars 


and cents just what will satisfy the 
union. The veteran white-haired 
labor leader said he'd leave that up 
to the union's wage policy commit- 
tee which has been summoned to 
meet here October 4 and, 5. 


Alcoa Gives Raise 


In his formal notification letter to 


employers, Murray declared: "Ob- 
viously, the national interest requires 
that'we conclude a mutually satis- 
factory agreement at the earliest 
possible date." 


There was no immediate comment 


from leaders in the war-vital steel 
industry which is roaring toward 
new production, records. 


Announcement of the steelwork- 


exs' demands came only a few hours 
after the Aluminum Company of 
America offered its 45,000 employes 
a. 10 per cenfe wage boost The steel- 
workers represent about 20,000 of 
Alcoa's 30,000 production workers. 


Murray said the union will seek 


a conference Monday with. Alcoa 
officials. Tomorrow the offer will be 
reviewed by the USW at a meeting 
here with local union leaders in the 
Alcoa plants. 


The Alcoa offer, coming on the 


heels of pay increases in. the auto 
and other industries, obviously will 
strengthen Murray's hand in ne- 
gotiations with the steel industry. 


The steel contracts call for wage 


reopening November 1 of this year. 
However, Murray requested the in- 
dustry to move up the date to Oc- 
tober 9 He made it clear, however, 
the USW will live up to its contract 
terms if the industry isn't willing to 
concede.

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EXPERIMENT ON 
GAS LOCOMOTIVE 


Pittsburgh. Sept. 22 JP)—The coal- 


fired 
gas 
turbine 
locomotive 
on 
which Bituminous Coal Research has 
been working for many months is 
In the testing stage. 
This was revealed by Harold J. 
Rose, director of research, after a 
meeting of BCR board of directors 
BCR is composed of about 300 coal 
companies and railroads. 
Rose said a full-sized model of 
the turbine was delivered by Allis- 
Chalmer* company this week to the 
Dunkirk, N. Y., plant of the Amer­ 
ican Locomotive company. It is now 
being given a locomotive-sized in­ 
stallation and will receive extensive 
tests. 
BCR hopes the coal turbine will 


offer serious competition to Diesel 
engines, which have been th re a te n ­ 
ing to drive coal-fired locomotives 
off the tracks. Spokesm en say the 
turbine, when perfected, will have 
greater efficiency in burning coal, 
will require no w ater, and have a 
lower operating cost th a n Diesels. 
Rose also told of two years’ work 
on a continuous coal m ining m a­ 
chine which will be ready to enter 
the mines for trials early in No­ 
vember. “It will have rotating cut- 
i ting heads 
w ith central 
bursting 
screws which release lum py coal 
w ith low power consum ption,” Rose 
• said. "The novel cutting bits arc 
expected to yield substantial sav ­ 
ings in conventional m ining prac­ 
tice. also,"
